Permits increase

studies parking 

Seventy-five hundred students with parking permits 
may now vie for approximately 1000 spaces in 14 campus 
lots, in addition to some street parking, says Student 
Affairs Director Billy Jack Doggett. 

“Our main problems are from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m., 
Monday through Friday,” Doggett says. “We are 
presently involved in an in-depth study to determine just 
how many cars are on campus at any given time.” - 

Doggett also says President H.E. Jenkins is involved in 
the study because of its widespread student effect. 

Contributing to the problem is the fact that while most 
colleges are experiencing a drop in enrollment, TJC is 
actually on the gain, says Doggett. 

While tickets may be more plentiful than parking 
spaces, Doggett suggests it may help to increase use of the 
two largest lots, one behind Wagstaff Gym and one near 
the tennis courts. 

Campus policeman Johnny Galac says 250 to 300 tickets 
were issued daily the first week of classes. 

These were only warning tickets, he said, most of them 
for not displaying parking permits issued at registration. 
Students were given until the second week of classes to 
display permits or be fined. 

An instruction sheet issued during registration lists 
violations and fines which range from $2 to $10. 

Common violations include not removing old permits, 
parking in reserved space and blocking fire lanes and 
traffic, Galac says. ' 

Permits are also helpful in identifying a car’s owner in 
case of an accident, officer Charles Campbell says. 

Finding a parking place may seem more difficult when it 
rains, but no more tickets are issued on bad weather days. 
“People usually park in their designated spaces.”

Physical education courses offer 
'different challenging opportunities’ 


Though tennis, basketball and 
flag football are the most popular 
PE courses, other courses offer 
“different and challenging op¬ 
portunities,” says PE instructor 
Sandy Prater. 

Archery and badminton, folk 
dance, modern dance, speedball 
and volleyball have less enroll¬ 
ment, she says, and students tend 
to shy away from them. 

Students in folk dance learn 
basic movements and use them in 
dances typical of different coun¬ 
tries. Another course, badmin- 
ton-and-archery is “not the same 
old thing. It provides something 
different.” says Prater. 

Volleyball and speedball are 
combined in one course. Many 
are puzzled by speedball, a fast 
game combining soccer, football 
and basketball. Prater explained. 
Modern dance, enjoyed by those 
in the class both as a learning 
experience and for exercise, is a 
form of modern ballet. 

As each student registers, he 


must choose a PE course. For 
some it becomes a selection of 
a class to fit their schedules’. 

Weightlifting 

Another class offered is 
weightlifting taught by assistant 
football coach Tom Phillips. 

About 100 students participate 
in the class which meets twice a 
week. 

“1 like it because it’s in¬ 
dividual." said Phillips, who has 
taught the class for three years. 
“It’s a very rewarding class 
because the kids work individual¬ 
ly. They come in with different 
goals. Some want to lose weight 
and some want to gain.” 

This semester, .the class has 
four girls who participate to “tone 
their muscles and reduce,” says 
Phillips. 

“Most of the guys work hard 
and have a good attitude,” con¬ 
tinues Phillips.

McGinty, football: TJC's winning signs 


Football and TJC head football Coach Charlie McGinty have a lot in 
common—especially winning. 

Since McGinty tipped his cradle and crept onto the gridiron at 
Leverett’s Chapel High School back in the late 1940s, the man has worn 
a sign “I'm a winner” around his neck. 

Days with the LC Lions ended as McGinty was named “most athletic 
of the '50 senior class” and garnered all-district'honors for his services 
at tight end. 

Then it was on to the big time—TJC—w here the real winning began. 

Receiving bids to play junior college ball at Kilgore and Tyler, he 
chose TJC where Floyd Wagstaff, then coach and now athletic director, 
took McGinty’s reins and steered him into Apacheland. The year was 
1950. 

Even in the Rose Capital, life wasn’t a bed of roses for the 
red-haired, freckled country boy who once hunted raccoons down 
Highway .J1. Cupid’s arrow hit him at 18 and soon Mrs. McGinty joined 

the scenario. 

i'cen a daddy to me,” says McGinty of Wagstaff. “I got 
n. cd my first year out here and my wife had to finish high school. 
Flo. o was a great help.” 

fhe start of a family didn’t seem to hinder McGinty’s grid career 
with the Tribe. 

Highlighting his two-year TJC span, McGinty, clad in a 
black-and-gold No. 83 jersey, led the Apaches to Pasadena, Calif, for 
the Junior Rose Bowl Classic only to drop a 28-26 decision to 
California’s Compton College. 

But McGinty says his most memorable game while under Wagstaff’s 
auspices was scoring four touchdowns in TJC’s win over the 
University of Houston’s junior varsity squad his sophomore year. 

“Charlie is the best receiver I ever coached,” said Wagstaff of the 
then-180-pound letterman. “He could really go fast. During his 
sophomore year, he scored 14 touchdowns. He really worked hard.” 

“During my football years. I’d have to say 1 was pretty dedicated,” 
the All-American McGinty chipped in.”‘T took care of myself.” 

Out from under Wagstaff’s wings and into flight with the North 
Texas State University Eagles (now. Mean Green), McGinty helped 
lead the Denton school to back-to-back Missouri Valley Conference 
crowns in ’52 and ’53. 

Finally, the Little All-American . (smaller school division of 
All-American) debuted in pro football. 

“Then there were only 10 pro teams,” said McGinty, a 7th round 
draft choice. “That (7th) was considered real high in the draft, then. I 


was dratted by the Chicago (now St. Louis) Cardinals and played with 
them three games.” 

But suddenly a break came in McGinty’s career. “I wrenched my 
shoulder in that third game and was put on waivers,” continued 
McGinty. “1 came back to Tyler and got a coaching offer in 
Winnsboro.” 

That lucky break started McGinty’s successful coaching career. 

Following a year at Winnsboro, the new coach took on assistant 
coaching responsibilities for six years at Texarkana’s Texas High and a 
year’s stint at Silsbee. 

McGinty stepped up in the coaching world when Woodville High 
School offered him head coach and athletic director responsibilities. 

Houston’s C.E. King High School offered McGinty the same 
conditions as Woodville plus city life, so McGinty and family packed up 
their bags and moved to Houston. 

Time spent at King brought McGinty and present assistants Tom 
Phillips and Rick Langley together. 

“They’ve been with me the whole time,” said McGinty. “They’re 
outstanding.” 

Late August 1978 made way for still another move for the trio—on 
the warpath to TJC. 

”1 brought Charlie over here to coach,” said Wagstaff. “He’s one of 
the finest gentlemen I’ve ever coached PLUS being a good coach PLUS 
marrying a nice woman PLUS having some good children.” 

“Right now, he’s doing the best job in the league. He’s got a good 
team, too. I wouldn’t have hired him if'l didn’t think he was great.” 

And, working with Wagstaff suits McGinty just fine. 

“Coach Wagstaff is still my boss,” McGinty said. “He’s the athletic 
director and I work solely through him.” 

Coming back to TJC as the Tribe’s boss, McGinty in his third year 
has noticed a few changes since he appeared in Rose Stadium 30 years 
ago. 

“The kids still want to win—they still want encouragement. But, 
they don’t have the crowds now,” said McGinty. “The stadium isn’t as 
full. High school athletics takes away from junior college life. We 
should have more people backing us up.” 

McGinty also feels athletes in the ’80s have “more things to do than 
just play football.” 

“When 1 played, football seemed to be the only thing there was to 
do. Now, it’s not that.way.” 

Nevertheless, “I’m a winner” is still emblazoned on McGinty’s 
chest and in the hearts of his gridders.

Instructor trains canines 


M’liss Hindman’s Thursday night class 
has gone to the dogs. 

The TJC speech instructor is secretary of 
Tyler Obedience Training Club. She 
teaches a 10-week course'in dog training at 
Bergfeld Park at 6:30 p.m. (advanced) and 
7:30 p.m. (novice). 

“We train you to train your dog,” 
Hindman says. 

She has been training her own dog, a 
male Doberman named Bismark, for two 
years. A master of basic obedience com¬ 
mands from “heel” to “retrieve,” Bis¬ 
mark is now working on the high jump. 

Reared on a ranch with sheepdogs, 
Hindman was always interested in dog 
training, but apartment living in recent 
years prevented owning a pet. “The week 
we got our house, we got Bismark,” she 
said. 

Now she often spends weekends at¬ 
tending dog shows in Texas and Louisiana. 
“It’s^a hobby—although after awhile you 
do get to thinking you should build a 
kennel,” she added, laughing. 

A dog rriay earn three titles in show 
competition: companion dog, companion 
dog excellent and utility dog. Each 


requires a passing score from three judges 
at three different American Kennel Club 
shows.

Hindman explains the difference in 
these titles by comparing them to a high 
school, college and doctorate degree. 
“And sometimes your dog can flunk.” 

A lot depends on the dog owner, she 
says. 

“Be consistent,” she tells new trainers. 
“This means working with your dog 30 
minutes to one hour each day. Some people 
don’t take the time and then take it out on 
the dog for not learning.” 

“Heel” is one of the first commands a 
dog learns but it can also be the most 
difficult to perfect, Hindman said. In a 
show the judges will take off points for a 
less-than-perfect heel.

The training club hopes to bring an 
AKC-sanctioned show to Tyler soon, and a 
fun match (an obedience show open to 
mixed breeds as well as pedigrees) is 
scheduled Oct. 12.
